[Text ] UGANDA is totally commir 
tted to the concept of good 
nvighbourl ness and coopera- 
tion, the Minister of Regional 
Cooperation Mr. Sam Tewu- 
ngwa, stressed during ccle- 

tions marking the 15th anni- 
versary of the East African 
Development Bank, (EADB) 
at Apolo Hott], Kampala op 
Thursday. 

Mr. Tewungwa said Uganda 
believed that good neighbour- 
liness would contribute to the 
promotion of security and sta- 
bility in the East African 
region. 

“Insecurity in one state will 
caus¢ ‘nsecurity in other sta- 
tes’’, he stressed, adding ‘‘fri- 
endship, tranquility and peace 
is necessary for the promotion 
of trade between the sister 
state;.”” 

“We believe that it is cheaper 
and quicker to buy goods from 
neighbouring states than from 
Europe. We also believe that a 
poor Uganda is bad for Kenya 
and an impoverished TanZania 
is bad for Uganda. By trading 
among ourselves we are co- 
ntributing to the prosperity of 
the East African region and, 
the entire African continent”’ 
he said. 


The Minister emphasised 
that that wos why Uganda was a 
keen member of the Prefere- 
mtial Trade: Area (PTA) and 
the Kagera Basin Organisation 
(KBO). : 

He was optimistic that the 
EADB would continue work- 
ing hand-in-hand with the 
government in the reconstru- 
ction of Uganda, and, urged 
the bank to persevere in diffi- 
cult times. 

Mr. Tewungwa noted that 
the 1970’s saw the collapse of 
so-many East Africa Commu- 
nity institutions, but since 
the bank was able to survive 
Idi Amin‘s bloody reign, it 
could survive many more years 
ahead; contributing to the 
economic development of Ke- 
nya, Tanzania and Uganda. 
He therefore urged the staif 
to “serve the three countries 
impartially and without fa- 
vour.”’ 

The Minister awarded certi- 
ficates to those who had worked 
with the bank for 10 to 15 
years. 

The Director-General of the 
Bank Mr. Ekengren reported 
that the bank had managed 
to broaden its resource base. 
The new sources of finance. 
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now include the Norwegian’ 
Government, Morgan Grenfell 


— a British merchant bank, 
SIFIDA in Geneva, and the 
European Investment Bank. 
The bank has also managed to 
petain financial support of the 
Swedish Government and the 
African Development Bank 
(ADB). 

Last year, the bank borrowed 
foreign exchange equivalent of 
2.7b/+, and was expecting: ano- 
ther loan of 0.8b/- 

The Director-General also 
hoped that this year 1.5b/- 
in foreign exchange would 
be lent out by the bank. 

He further said the bank had 
énlisted the services of external 
consultants, and actions were 
being taken to remedy pro- 
blems facing certain companies. 
He praised Uganda’s recovery 
programme which he said, 
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‘*helped a number of companies 
to get cheaper raw materials.” 
Mr. Ekengren, a Swedish, 
said the bank’s scope was 
broadened in July 1980 by the 
revision of the Bank Treaty 
and Charter. Besides its tradi- 
tional role as a financier, the 
bank has now new se€ctors 
including infrastructure, agri- 
culture, aad tourism. . 
Present at the occasion were 
Ambassador Ephraim Kamu- 
ntu; the Permanent Secretary 
Ministry of Regional Coopera- 
tion, Mr. Kesi Nyakimwe; 
the acting Kenya High Com- 
missioner in Uganda, Mr. 
Mayaka; the Chairman of the 
Bank, Mr. Mshangama, tbe 
Governor of the Bark of 
Uganda, Mr. Leo Kibirango; 
Mr. Justus Byagagaire, and 
Mr. I. Simba who was director 
of the bank for 10 years.

GOVERNMENT SEEKING CLOSER RELATIONSHIP WITH GREAT BRITAIN

[Text] The British press was unanimous in expressing surprise that the 
visit of Minister of Foreign Affeirs Paulo Jorge to Great Britain was the 
first official, high-level visit in the history of Anglo-Angolan relations. 


From the start, even though Paulo Jorge had the scheduled meeting with 
Foreign Secretary Francis Pym and an unscheduled meeting with Prime Minister 
Thatcher, everything indicated that the two countries still had not found 


common ground for communication. 


In both meetings and in the British press commentaries, the subject of 

greatest interest to the public seems to have been the possible repatriation 
of seven British mercenaries in prison in Luanda since their capture by MPLA 
armed forces in the invasions by Zaire and South Africa, soon after indepen- 


dence. 


The British repeatedly stressed that some time ago three North American 
mercenaries were exchanged for three Soviet military advisers captured by 
South Africa and UNITA [National Union for the Total Independence of Angola] 
and that they were offended by the discrimination. 


Fortuitously, this will perhaps be one of the easiest problems to solve in 
the relations between the two countries. 


Yet for Paulo Jorge, as roreover, for most independent observers, that matter 
was of little importance when placed in the context of the vast, serious 
problems introduced by the minister of foreign affairs of Angola on the 
mission of seeking a rapprochement between the two countries. 


There can be no doubt about the need for this rapprochement, especially be- 
cause in addition to its position as an industrial pwwer, Great Britain is 

precisely chat European country whose culture and interests are most inti- 

mately connected with southern Africa, including South Africa, Mozambicue, 

all members of the group of the Coordinating Conference for the Development 
of Southern Africa and the so-called Front Line States. 














Moreover, in a broader context, the issue of bilateral relations between 
Angola and Great Britain is an attempt to overcome the present political 
impasse which prevents Angola from acting decisively to become a nation. 


For the Angolans, the answer would be the immediate resolution of the 
problem of the independence of Namibia which the Angolans see as becoming a 
buffer state between an Angola desirous of peace, recovery and development 
and a South Africa worried by the growing isolation and antagonism which 
threatens the survival of apartheid. 


Yet South Africa and Western strategists know very well that if, in the long 
term, historic determinism opposes white supremacy in South Africa, in the 
short term, factors are very unfavorable to Angola. Then there is the slow 
succession if initiatives and counterproposals, including the withdrawal of 
Cuban troops, which seems designed more to hinder rather than speed up 
negotiations. 


It is a fact that, whether it is wished or not, in the southern African 
context, South Africa and Angola are becoming the protagonists in the con- 
frontation of the capitalist and socialist blocs, between the two superpowers, 
the United States and the Soviet Union. It is a confrontation by proxy which 
has a more destructive effect on southern Africa than closer to home in the 
United States or Europe where, despite the waste on armaments, there is 
continued improvement in the standard of living and technological develop- 
ment. 


Although a certain balance of forces prevails at the global level, economi- 
cally and militarily the situation is currently very unfavorable to Angola. 
Since the Namibian problem drags on at the same time, the Western bloc 
nations tacitly but insidiously isolate Angola. 


With defense expenses estimated at around 50 percent of the GNP, the already 
very unfavorable Angolan position in recent years has been made worse be- 
cause of the drop in petroleum prices; oil provides almost 80 percent of 
Angola's hard-currency earnings. 


War, as the French colonists ultimately learned in Algeria, the Portuguese 
in the territories of the former empire and the Americans in Vietnam, is 
above all an exercise in economic waste and this general rule holds true for 
Angola. 


On the matter of intergovernmental relations, Paulo Jorge's visit and the 
possible establishment of an Angolan embassy in London will undoubtedly 
represent a decisive step toward understanding between the two countries. 
Unfortunately, in the present phase characterized by a lack of economic 
resources and qualified personnel, ideological support groups will handle 
political relations between the two countries. These groups have a very 
limited ambition and at times are even counterproductive since in the British 
context, representation by socialist groups is almost like trying to gain a 
hearing in the Soviet Union through tiny groups of dissidents who exist in 
isolation in that country. 











At the customary press conference in London, journalists received pamphlets 
and a brochure denouncing apartheid and South Africa and expleining in a 
moving way the human and political drama facing Angola. 


Yet in the dynamic, cynical, immensely varied world of Great Britain, Angola 
is a remote, indistinct nation, as can be seen from the most recent edition 
of the book "Graffiti 4," a collection of the year's most humorous observa- 
tions written on the walls of public buildings in London, in which the 
following exchange was found, "They left Angola!" to which someone added, 
"Angola? Who is she?" There is no doubt that, although Paulo Jorge's visit 
was a good beginning because of his diplomatic ability and his understanding 
of the cosmopolitan world of politics, there is still much work to be done 
to raise Angola's profile abroad, primarily in Europe which is preoccupied 
with the problems of the nuclear arms race, unemployment and economic 


uncertainty.

Angola’s decision to tak¢ 
part in the coming negotia- 
tions for the third Lome 
Convention — whereby 63 
African, Caribbean and Pa- 
cific (ACP) Common Market 
States receive aid — is the 
latest sign that the marxist 
government in Luanda 
wants to move closer to the 
Western economic camp 
and play a bigger role in 
Southern Africa. 

Angola, once seen as the fu- 
ture Brazil of Africa, has yet to 
emerge from the economic 
quagmire it plunged into when 
nearly 500000 Portuguese — 
almost its entire skilled man- 
power force — fled to exile at 
the height of the 1975/6 civil 
war. 

The war continues, and the 
cost to Luanda: is exorbitant: 

With an oil output of 7 mil- 
lion tons in 1982, the country’s 
exports bring in twice the re- 
venue paid out in imports. But 
this plentiful trade surplus is 
not spent on capital goods and 
development. Most of it is used 
to pay for nearly 20000 Cuban 
troops. 

And the country is also losing 
out on aid and investment. Po- 
tential American investors 
cannot get subsidies and credit 
facilities because the White 
House refuses to have dip- 
lomatic relations with An ole 
while the Cubans remain. Nor, 
obviously can Angola receive 
United States aid. 

Luanda has also missed out 


on Common Market aid and 
trade as its ties with the Soviet 
bloc drew it away from the 
Lome Convention. _ 

However, the past months 
have seen several pro-West 
signals from Luanda. 

Pro-Western members of 
President Jose dos Santos’ Ca- 
binet have reportedly won a 
power struggle against the 

ro-Soviet hardliners led by 
oscow-trained General Iko 
Carreiro and Mr Lucio Lara. 

The victory saw the presi- 
dent being granted “special 
powers” on December 8, and 
the demotion of 32 alleged 
hardliners. 

Angola has announced that it 
will shortly open an embassy in 
London, and a visit there was 
made earlier this month by the 
Foreign Minister, Mr Paulo 
Jorge — the first since inde- 
pendence in 1975. 

At the Southern African De- 
velopment Co-ordination Con- 
ference in Lesotho last month, 
the European Economic Com- 
munity Commissioner for De- 
velopment, Mr Edgard Pisani. 
announced that Angola and 
Mozambique would take part in 
the next round of EEC-ACP 
negotiations in Brussels in 
September. 


The two countries are widely 
expected to sign the next Lome 
treaty. because the Soviet bloc 
version of the EEC — Comecon 
— has not been able to provide 
the aid they need. 

The move is important to thé

The exclusion of Angola and 
Mozambique from Lome w 
resented at the 1980 SADCC 
meeting in Maputo when the 
other members realised they 
would have obtained more EEC 
aid if the two states had joined 

Mr Pisano said he invited 
Angola and Mozambique to join 
when he saw that the two 
coastal states, on either side of 
the SADCC block, were not 
members. 


“I approached them, not for 
political reasons, but for eco- 
nomic and technical reasons. It 
would be more efficient for the 
landlocked countries (of the 
SADCC) to have Angola and 
Mozambique in the 
framework.” 


He said the two states began 
receiving about R9 million a 
year each from EEC as non- 
associate parties a few months 
ago. With membership, this aid 
would rise by 100 percent, he 
guessed. The aid would also be 
pledged over a five-year pe- 
riod. 

The SADCC, aimed at reduc- 
ing its members’ dependence 
on South Africa, is destined to 
play a considerable role in the 
sub-continent’s affairs. It gives 
members a common objective 
and a forum to address them- 
selves and the world 


Angola's influence in the 
SADCC could rise dramatically 
as members take up its new 
offer to sell oil at preferential 
prices Already Malawi and 
Tanzania spend 30 percent of 
their foreign exchange on pet- 
rol. Zimbabwe spends more 
than 20 percent. and Zambia 15 
to 20 percent 

However, the prerequisite to 
Angola's fulfilling’ its 
“Brazilian” destiny in Africa, 
as both an economic and poli- 
tical heavyweight, is the ending 
of its war. 

The pro-Western Unita re- 
bels hold large parts of the 
southern and east-central pro- 
vinces In addition, the New 
York Times says, there are 500

to 1500 South African Defence 
Force troops in southern An- 
gola fighting Swapo. 

Owing to Luanda’s support 
for Swapo, and Pretoria's 
widely accepted backing for 
Unita, peace in Angola has be- 
come inextricably linked to a 
settlement in Namibia. 

There is no indication when 
the complicated negotiations 
under way will be resolved 
successfully. But when peace 
does come, Angola will be free 
to pursue its enormous deve- 
lopment potential. 

Only 2 percent of Angola's 
arable land is cultivated at 
present, and much of the fertile 


round ‘s in the war-torn south. 
efore independence in 1975, 
Angola was Africa’s second 
largest producer of coffee and 
sisal. 


The coffee industry employ- 
ed about 200000 people. Its 
1980/81 output was less than 
half the 1974 level. 


The production of sisal has 
fallen by a third, according to 
the latest figures. But the sugar 
crop has returned to pre- 
independence levels. 


Angola’s mineral wealth, ac- 
cording to renowned economist 
Rene Pelissier, is ‘‘truly 
astonishing.”’ The dominant 
products are oil, diamonds and 
iron. 


Diamond mining fell sharply 
after 1975 with the withdrawl 
of white technicians and ram- 
pant smuggling. But lately 
Output has grown impressively 
and should reach the 1974 level! 
this year. 


The Cassinga iron mines in 
the south have proven reserves 
exceeding 1000 million tons. 
However, they were damaged 
badly during the civil war and 
in subsequent SADF attacks. 
With peace, they could lead to 
the creation of thousands of 
jobs. 

Existing and planned hydro- 
electric schemes in the south 
could satisfy Angola’s needs, 
and provide water and power 
to Namibia as well. 


It all depends on the resolu- 
tion of the war.

ference of the party is about to begin, this department must act with dedi- 
cation in the implementation of the guidelines linked to this important event.

VICE PRESIDENT HOPES FOR INDEPENDENT NAMIBIA--The vice president and ministez 
of finance and development planning, Peter Mmusi, has expressed the hope that 
when leaders of the Southern African Development Coordination Conference 
(SADCC) next meet, the leader of an independent Namibia will be among them. 
He was officially opening a symposium on the role of trade unions in social- 
economic development in Southern Africa organised by the Organisation of 
African Trade Union Unity (OATUU) and the International Labour Organisation 
(ILO) with collaboration with the Botswana Federation of Trade Unions, which 
started at the Holiday Inn on Monday. Mr Mmusi stated that when that hap- 
pens, we can say that colonialism is finally ended in Africa. Other strug- 
gles will continue and our capacity to bring these also to a successful con- 
clusion will be greatly enhanced by the addition of Namibia to our ranks. 

Mr Mmusi reiterated that we in Southern Africa have the right to ask and to 
receive practical cooperation in our struggle for reconstruction, develop- 
ment and genuine interdependence. However, he said, as with the struggle 
for political liberation, the fight for economic independence is neither a 
slogan for seeking external assistance for a course of action from which we 
can be deflected by external indifference. Mr Mmusi pointed out that the 
dignity and welfare of the people of Southern Africa demand economic liber- 
ation and we of the frontline states and SADCC will struggle towards that 
goal.

ALLEGED CINEMA BOMBERS TRIED-—Bangui, 21 Mar (AFP)--The trial of about 20 
people accused of involvement in a series of attacks in the Central African 
capital in July 1981, which led to the downfall of former President David 
Dacko, opened here today. A bomb attack on a cinema frequented by French 
troops on 14 July 1981, in which three people were killed, led to a crack- 
down on the opposition by President Dacko's increasingly shaky regime which 
fell in a military coup by General Andre Kolingba in September that year. 
Other bombs were discovered and defused on 16 July 1981 at the Central 
African Energy Agency ENERCA and at the offices of Central Africa's diamond- 
producing company. Dr Idi Lalla, the leader of the opposition Central 
African National Liberation Movement claimed responsibility for the attack 
on the cinema. Although no publicity had been given to the trial, there was 
wide public interest in the case and local residents jammed the courtroom 
today to hear witnesses, The alleged ringleader facing trial is Mr 
Berberati, a teacher.

NATIONALITIES INSTITUTE ESTABLISHED--A proclamation providing for the estab- 
lishment of the Institute for the Study of Ethiopian Nationalities has been 
issued. The proclamation, which stressed the path and duties pertaining 

to Ethiopian nationalities on the basis of the Ethiopian National Democratic 
Revolution Program, was issued yesterday. According to a statement of the 
Provisional Military Administrative Council [PMAC] the institute will 

study, among other things, the political, economic, social and cultural 
conditions of Ethiopian nationalities. It will also conduct studies concern- 
ing the constitution, the state structure and administrative set-up on the 
basis of which the People's Democratic Republic of Ethiopia is to be estab- 
lished. The PMAC declared that the peoples of socialist Ethiopia have the 
determined aspiration to defend the cause of the motherland by foiling all 
plots intended to weaken the anti-imperialist struggle of the country, con- 
solidate its economic structure which would emancipate the country from 
backwardness and bring about a strong economy and safeguard the country's 
unity and territorial integrity.

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TELEVISION PROGRAM PERMITTING LISTENERS TO QUESTION MINISTERS

_Text | A Gavonese Radio and Television |[RTG! program, 
"RTG Files," has broken all audience records: How? By 
allowing the public at large to question anonymously some 
high officials and ministers about the way in which they 
conduct affairs of state. A good way to center attention 
on the administration's shortcomings. 


Emerging from the tangle of cables and beams, the spotlights harshly illu- 
minate the television stage where this evening's guest, a government mini- 
ster, has just taken his seat, surrounded by a bevy of directors and advis- 
ors. The host for this broadcast, Simon Augé, the assistant director gen- 
eral of Gabonese Radio and Television (RTG), is already present, half-smiling, 


eyes sparkling, wearing a Mongolian-style mustache. 


The colored backdrop constantly shows the telephone numbers that the viewers 
must call to ask all sorts of questions about the celebrity being grilled. 
Upstairs, in a dusty little studio, the three telephones are already buzzing, 
a tense, insistent, pervasive noise. Charles Bourdette, Eugene-Philippe 
Djenno, and Paul Mbadinga relay each other from one broadcast to another to 
pass on to the audience the questions written down by three assistants. 


Messages are barely edited to conform to certain elementary rules of French: 
the idea, information, name-calling, and accusations are broadcast in full, 
with no censorship whatever. At the beginning, some crafty ministers sent 
in messengers to deflect or "sweeten" this or that excessively embarrassiny 


question; later, closing the studio door did away with that possibility.

The anonymity of the questioner gives the public the opportunity to be very 
bold, and it generally appears aggressive, inclined to controversy, quarrel- 
some, and stubborn. When the question takes too long to reach Simon Auge, 
people often call back to upbraid the switchboard operators and the host. 
Faced with the aggressiveness of some lines of questioning, Siion Augé some- 
times tries to smooth some sharp corners, to contain the vinegar: he has 
cause to regret it, for he is bullied too, accused, denounced as an accom- 
plice of the minister on the stage. 

From time to time a question comes in that is too specific to have come from 
outside the ministry offices, and the guest exclaims mockingly "That is a 
house question!" Later, there will be a private settling of accounts. How 
many ministers and secretaries of state have made a point of going beyond 
that stage to make inquiries among their own ranks, after a trying broadcast, 
to find out where the "leak" came from. 


Orher officials, wiser and more conciliatory, have preferred to change atti- 
tudes and hand over to their colleagues more files, more information, and 
decisions that hitherto they had made on their own. The centralism of power 
is a real calamity in Gabon, as it is in most of the developing countries: 
later,people are surprised at the indifference, the lack of motivation and 
of professional conscience of the minister's colleagues.... 


minister of the economy and finances, Jean-Pierre Lemboumba Lépandou, who 
faced dozens of questions, not without becoming upset. In response to the 
impertinence of the hecklers, he stated that he was shocked by the fact that 
every minister was considered a potential thief. Others, like the minister 
of state Etienne Moussirou, showed complete impassiveness throughout the 
long hours of harassment by the public, answering all the questions without 
getting upset, and when necessary dodging direct attacks.

PAPERS DISCUSS IMC'S, RETURNEES, STRUGGLE IN RSA

[Text] The GHANAIAN TIMES writes on the role of the interim management com- 
mittees, IMC, in the revolutionary process. The paper notes that the posi- 
tions of IMC’s especially in spearheading the involvement of the masses in 
the administration of the country, cannot be over emphasized particularly 

in the civil service where the IMC's need to be strengthened and their per- 
formances made more efficient and effective. Unfortunately, observes the 
TIMES, these requirements do not seem at the moment to be fulfilled. It 
says despite the existence of the IMC's, the old bourgeois levels in the 
civil service still hold sway in decisionmaking. As a result, the IMC's 
exist only as mere formalities and things are done in their names. [In other 
words, they have become rubber stamps for unpopular decisions by the old 
order. The paper calls for an immediate reversal of this situation through 
serious inaugurations of the IMC's within the civil service and to be given 
their mandates clearly outlining their functions and responsibilities as 
well as the collective political role expected of them. According to the 
TIMES, the plain truth is that many top officials who still occupy their 
seats in the civil service should not at all be there because, as the paper 
puts it, they had a direct hand in the misgovernment of the past. Moreover, 
Says the paper, they are the most confirmed beneficiaries of the misruled, 
having dipped their hands deep in the loot of the nation to build for them- 
selves unjustified lifestyles of luxury. 


The VOICE calls on the government to come to the aid of Ghanaian returnees 
who brought in vehicles from Nigeria. It says official records give the 
figure of such vehicles so far registered as over 3,000 including articulated 
trucks, tractors and pickup and buses of all sizes. The paper concedes that 
these vehicles have no doubt contributed significantly to alleviate the 
worsening transportation problem of the country which with the great influx 
would have totally collapsed. The VOICE notes that these returnees who have 
made efforts to improve the country's transport have many problems. The most 
important is that they are being haunted by personnel of the International 
Police Organization, INTERPOL, for not settling in full the hire purchase 
terms of their vehicles. According to the paper, investigations conducted 

by it indicate that some of the returnees had by the time of the Nigerian 
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Government's quit order paid about 90 percent of the hire purchase cost of 
the vehicles and in order not to lose them and their monies brought these 
vehicles along with them. The voice says the returnees are willing to 

make good their indebtedness to their Nigerian friends and companies, but 
the only barrier is the transfer of the monies involved to Nigeria. The 
paper therefore suggests that the government set up a machinery for the col- 
lection of all monies owed to the Nigerian companies and individuals in 
respect of such vehicles. The monies can then be used to purchase export- 
able items such as kola nuts and shea butter which have unlimited markets 

in Nigeria and the proceeds used to defray the indebtedness of the returnees. 
Stressing the need of taking realistic measures to assist the returnees, the 
paper cautions that in the face of any failure all the vehicles brought in 
by the returnees may go back to Nigeria and the country's transport situ- 
ation will be the worse off for it.

TEACHERS ASSOCIATION CRITICIZES PNDC LAW 42

[Text] The Ghana National Association of Teachers, GNAT, has observed that 
the Provisional National Defense Council [PNDC] Law 42, which was promul- 
gated on the 18th of last month, will not help in achieving the goals of 
the revolution. This point is contained in a memorandum sent to the PNDC 
and read at a news conference in Accra yesterday by the president of GNAT, 


Mr Kwabena Kyere. 


On the composition of councils, commissions and committees provided for under 
the law, GNAT said the law concentrates too much power in the hands of PNDC 
secretaries. In respect of section two of the law, which confers powers on 
the National Defense Committee, GNAT said such powers should be the juris- 
diction of the courts of the land. Under emergency powers of the chairman 

of the PNDC, GNAT called for a limited time fer the exercise of such powers 
to avoid a possible abuse of them. It also called for a provision to make 

it obligatory for the PNDC to publish reports of commissions of inquiry 
within 3 months after the submission of such reports or to inform the public 
of reasons why such reports are not published. 


With regard to the fusion of the executive, legislative and judicial powers, 
GNAT said section 63, subsection 3, which gives the government judicial 
powers, should be amended to take judicial power from the PNDC. 


On the recent retirement and appointments of directors in the Ghana Education 
Service by the secretary of education, GNAT said the action is not only a 
violation of the existing scheme of service, but a very unpopular one which 
has demoralized most members of the service. It therefore asked the secre- 
tary not to go ahead with these appointments and retirements.

The people of Atebubu in Brong Ahafo and Walewale in the north have appealed 
to the Ghana Water and Sewerage Corporation and organizations to help com- 
bat the situation. 


At atebubu, the dam which supplies the town and its surrounding villages with 
water has dried up. As a result, the inhabitants of some villages like 
Kwame-Danso have deserted their home and moved nearer to Volta Lake where 
they have pitched tents. According to a Ghana Broadcasting Corporation [GBC] 
correspondent in Brong Ahafo, all farming activities in the area have ceased, 
and all second cycle institutions at Atebubu have been closed down, as well 
as some departments and organizations. 


The water and sewerage corporation at Sunyani is helpless in the circumstance 
since its only water tanker is serving Sunyani and the nearby areas facing 
Similar situation. Meanwhile, the Ghana Highway Authority at Sunyani has 
dispatched its only serviceable water tanker to Atebubu to help alleviate 

the situation. Our correspondent adds that a drum of water is now selling 
for between 120 and 200 cedis at Atebubu. 


And at Walewale, the appeal has gone to the Northern Regional Rural Integra- 
tion Program, NORRIP, and the Ghana Water and Sewerage Corporation to help 
alleviate the suffering of the people. According to a GBC regional corres- 
pondent, services of the water and sewerage corporation at Walewale were 
stopped last year when the pumping machine broke down and water behind the 
dam which supplies water is completely dried up. Moreover, wells in many 
individual homes are almost exhausted of water because of lack of rainfall.

Saraiva Guerreiro will visit a sugar-sorghum development project and a state- 
run sawmill today. Tomorrow, he will be received by Brig Gen Joao Bernardo 
Vieira, president of the Council of the Revolution. 
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In a speech delivered at a dinner hosted by Foreign Minister Samba Lamine, 
Saraiva Guerreiro reaffirmed Brazil's solidarity with African countries. 

For his part, Samba Lamine said that Guinea-Bissau regards Brazil as "an at- 
tractive alternative" in terms of technical cooperation, because it is a more 
developed country with experience in several sectors. 


The visit by Saraiva Guerreiro and the Joint Commission Meeting should pro- 
mote bilateral relations through the implementation of technical, industrial 
and agricultural cooperation projects. 


According to Samba Lamine, Guinea-Bissau is designing a socioeconomic devel- 
opment plan whose main targets are to meet the basic needs of the people, to 
attain food self-sufficiency, to improve the external financial situation 
through the refinancing of the debt and to increase exports. Lamine believes 
that Brazilian cooperation will be essential for attaining those targets. 


Saraiva Guerreiro referred to some areas in which Brazil may offer assis- 
tance, such as development of human resources, particularly in the fields of 
diplomacy, agriculture, mineral resources, energy aid so forth.

MACHEL ADDRESSES ASSEMBLY; LAW FACULTY TO CLOSE 
MB240750 Maputo in English to Southern Africa 1800 GMT 23 Mar 83 


[Text] President Samora Machel has said Mozambique is passing through a 
critical phase. Closing the 1lth session of the People's Assembly in 
Maputo yesterday, President Samora told the delegates that they were de- 
ciding the whole future of the state and the continuation of the revolution. 
He said the enemy was attacking the economic sector, which was vulnerable, 
in an attempt to hamper the country's economic development. The lessons 

of the last 20 years had shown that what appeared to be a social distur- 
bance often turned out to be an attack on the people's most fundamental 
interests. 


The president said the enemy was still using lies, intrigue, rumors, racism, 
tribalism and regionalism to divide the people, and passivity in the face of 
this campaign furthers the enemy's interests. He called for the South 
African-backed bandits to be wiped out, and for severe punishment to be 
meted out to those who threatened the social order. 


The administration of justice had to be seen as an integral part of people's 
power, the president added, and punishments must reflect the will of the 
people. A prison sentence meant nothing to a professional killer. The 
revolution that was not defended was no revolution at all, he said. The 
People's Assembly approved the amendment to the law on crimes against state 
security which extends the range of offenses for which the death penalty can 
be imposed. 


Continuing with the theme of the necessities for revolutionary justice, 
President Samora announced that the law faculty at Maputo's Eduardo Mondlane 
University would be closed temporarily. He criticized the professional and 
political level of many of the people trained by the faculty and asked 
whether they were working in the interest of the people or whether they were 
just poor imitations of capitalist lawyers. The law faculty will remain 
closed until a substantial improvement in the quality of training can be 
guaranteed.

COMMENTARY SAYS PRETORIA'S 'AGGRESSION' INCREASING DANGER OF WAR

[Text] This week President Samora Machel spoke of the danger of a general- 
ized war in Southern Africa as a direct result of the continuing aggression 
by the Pretoria regime against independent states. Such an escalation 
would not be in the interests of any state in the region, but the violence 
will not stop simply because of the desire on Mozambique and other free 
countries to live in peace. For peaceful coexistence to become a reality 
the aggressor must stop his aggression. 


It was not by chance that President Samora Machel referred to the need to 
lead South Africa to put an end to its aggression. Over recent months there 
have been more and more indications that Pretoria does not intend to stop 
promoting aggression of its own free will. The trend has been for increas- 
ingly warlike statements to come out of Pretoria. Action aimed at destabil- 
ization has also increased. In this situation the free states of the region 
are obliged to step up their defense capacity, and this is one way of leading 
Pretoria to end this aggression, but it is not the only way. 


One other factor in the equation is the role played by those Western countries 
which have traditionally considered South Africa as an ally. As President 
Samora Machel said: These countries too have certain responsibilities which 
they ought to be made aware of. South Africa's economic and military power 
did not come out of the blue. It is a direct result of the past and present 
policies of Western countries. It is important that the people and the lead- 
ers of these countries have a full understanding of the consequences of these 


policies. 


Put simply, investment in South Africa serves not the cause of peace but the 
cause of war. World public opinion and especially Western public opinion 

has to mobilize towards concerted action aimed at ending the undeclared war 
Pretoria is waging against its neighbors. And an important step forward in 
this mobilization effort will be taken this weekend in Portugal at the Inter- 
national Conference in Solidarity with the Frontline States. Frontline lead- 
ers will be there together with hundreds of delegates and public figures from 
Europe, the United States and the third world. The conference will not be a 
trial because Pretoria has already been tried and convicted, but it will be a 
beacon drawing the attention of the whole world to the need for positive ac- 
tion to end the threat of generalized war in Southern Africa.

"VOFA' ON FRELIMO OFFENSIVE, RESISTANCE SUCCESSES

[Text] The FRELIMO offensive in Gaza Province has disgracefully failed to 
achieve its objectives. Actually it has only served to increase the 
prestige and credibility enjoyed by the glorious Mozambique National Resis- 
tance [RENAMO] forces among the Mozambican people. RENAMO and the people 
work hand-in-hand and walk along the same path to freedom and happiness. 


We recall that in June last year a similar offensive was launched by FRELIMO 
government troops, supported by combat vehicles, heavy artillery, and by 
Zimbabwean and Tanzanian advisors. This offensive resulted in total failure 
in the face of the high morale of our glorious forces and the support given 
by the local population. 


In Maputo and Gaz, as well as in the remaining provinces of the country, 
our forces are involved in offensive operations against the Maputo commun- 
ists. Over the past 15 days our forces engaged the FRELIMO puppet forces 
in the Mahel area, Maputo Province. RENAMO forces killed two FRELIMO 
soldiers and captured four AK-47 rifles and other war material. Our forces 
burned a military vehicle that had been ambushed on the Mahel-—Mapulanguene 


Road, 


In Gaza, our forces burned two military vehicles which had been ambushed on 
National Road No 1, in Matimule area. The occupants died. These operations 
occurred after the local population had informed our forces that members of 
the secret police, disguised as civilians, would be traveling in military 
vehicles on those roads. 


FRELIMO and Zimbabwean forces, who were driven back by RENAMO guerrillas 
when they vainly tried to attack one of our bases at Chilatanhane, Manjacaze 
District, Gaza Province, are now taking reprisals against the civilian pop- 
ulation. They are massacring the defenseless people in the area. The 
FRELIMO criminals, who are supported by the Zimbabweans, kill men and male 
children. The murderers rape women. These acts are carried out by FRELIMO 





troops stationed at Macuacua, Manjacaze District. FRELIMO massacres the 
people on the allegation that they give support to RENAMO. 


Reports from Gaza say that on 7 March 1983 a train was ambushed between 
Canicado and Mabalane. The locomotive was burned and completely destroyed 
by fire. Other reports from Gaza say that the population of Chokwe is being 
concentrated in communal villages. 


In Tete, the enemy forces stationed at Massanga, Moatize District, intend 
to reconnoiter our bases and burn the houses of the (Muchean) people, as 
they did in the Fortuna area, in an attempt to isolate the guerrillas from 
the people. A column of Zimbabwean forces was ambushed on the Changara- 
Zimbabwe Road, (Refusse) area. The Zimbabweans were on a reconnaisance 
mission. During the fighting the enemy suffered heavy losses. A quantity 
of military supplies, including radio transmitters and binoculars and 
Soviet-made light weapons, were captured. 


In Inhambane, FRELIMO forces are deploying a large number of conscripts in 
Mabote, Funhalouro and Chigubo areas as part of a plan to launch an offensive 
against our bases. RENAMO, however, is certain that the enemy will learn 
another lesson at its own expense, as was the case in Gaza. RENAMO calls 

the attention of the people in these areas and warns the people to be pre- 
pared for the massacres that FRELIMO troops usually commit whenever they are 
defeated on the battlefield. 


In a speech delivered at Chibuto on 15 March 1983, Machel promised the people 
of Gaza and Maputo that RENAMO would be finished in a matter of 3 weeks, but 
in the meantime our forces have carried out more operations, among which we 
note the capture of three enemy agents. Their names are as follows: 

(Alberto Cadeado), who was captured in Mavonde, Manica; (Agostinho Manuel), 
who was captured in (Banda), near Mungari, Manica; and (Elmone Mangureta), 
who was captured in (Combane), Maputo. These intelligence agents were in- 
volved in reconnaisance missions on RENAMO bases. 


On 3 March 1983 RENAMO forces ambushed a train at block seven, north of 
Magude, Maputo Province. On the same day our forces destroyed a 30-meter 


section of the pipeline carrying water from Pungwe to Beira. 


On 7 March the railway line between Mabalane and Canicado was sabotaged, 
causing a train derailment. The locomotive was burned.

Together with the Mozambique Air 
Club, the Mavalane Air Force Base is one of several bases of corruption and 
vice that exist within the FRELIMO structure. 


At the end of the armed struggle against the Portuguese colonial government 
Joao Carneiro Goncalves fled to Tanzania aboard a Cherokee 235 of the 
Quelimane Air Club, and then he joined the FRELIMO troops. He is the ring- 
leader of that center of corruption. In 1981 Carneiro Goncalves was in- 
volved in the show which was then known as the unmasking of an alleged CIA 
network in the Mozambique capital. Later, however, it turned out to be a 
hoax. Then, Carneiro Goncalves acted as a national people's security ser- 
vice agent, codenamed ''Magalhaes,"’ and he was supposed to be the leading 
actor in the CIA spy-hunt comedy. A number of American diplomats were ex- 
pelled, and seven Portuguese nationals were detained for a few weeks and 
subsequently released. In the end it was nothing but a poorly staged show, 
whichJoao Carneiro Goncalves produced and directed. 


Why would Carneiro Goncalves have staged such a farce? The answer is ob- 
vious if we take into consideration the rumors that were already going around 
in 1978 and 1979 at the Mozambique Air Club about Joao Carneiro Goncalves' 
dissatisfaction with the indiscipline and disorganization that prevailed on 
the base and in its control tower. According to his close friends, Goncalves 
had even decided to flee once again, this time in a plane of the so-called 
People's Air Force. He was thinking of fleeing to a neighboring country 

in 1980 with (Fernando Chombe), his friend from the National People's Secur- 
ity Service. His presence, however, was not welcomed in view of his pre- 
vious behavior, and because there was a continuous leak of information from 
the Mavalane Air Force Base. Joao Carneiro Goncalves realized that he 

needed to have a strong cover, a sort of barrier, that could protect him 
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from any suspicions about his past contacts, and his intended desertion. 
Thus, he devised the so-called CIA case, early in 1981. 


Behind the information leak from Goncalves' sector there was (Alvaro Mano 
Guimaraes), a parachutist of the Mozambique Air Club with free access to 
the Mavalane Air Force Base, where he often went to get parachute equipment 
for the air club. (Alvaro Mano Guimaraes) became one of the club's presi- 
dents in 1979, in view of his FRELIMO membership. However, (Alvaro 
Guimaraes) has some problems at the Ministry of Agriculture. The party had 
kept him under surveillance because he was suspected of embezzling ministry 
fui ds and excessive spending outside Maputo while in the ministry's ser- 


vice.

[Text] Luanda: The latest reports from People's Liberation Army of 
Namibia's [PLAN] command headquarters have provided fresh information of 

the losses being inflicted upon the enemy forces of illegal occupation and 
racist oppression in Namibia. A recent war communique released by SWAPO in 
Luanda indicates that in the ongoing intensification of the armed liberation 
struggle in Namibia combatants of PLAN, the military wirg of SWAPO, continue 
to hold the initiative and engage the enemy on a wider scale than ever be- 
fore. 


The communique indicates that on 4 March 1983 seven South African soldiers 
were killed in an ambush at (Ombati) along the Oshakti-Ruacana Road. In 
that action two enemy military trucks were totally destroyed by PLAN anti- 
tank rocket fire. 


On 6 March 1983 PLAN combatants attacked and shelled with heavy caliber 
mortars and artillery fire racist South Africa's military bases at (Omapo) 

and Oshikango respectively. In those shellings the enemy suffered high losses 
in both men and material. 


The communique points out that on 13 March 1983 five enemy soldiers were 
killed on the spot in landmine blasts in the district of Outjo. In connec- 
tion with this PLAN action the enemy defense headquarters in Pretoria have 
announced only the death of Rifleman (Matthew Smith), who was one of the 
five soldiers [killed] in that PLAN action. 


On the same weekend of 13 March a SWAPO sabotage unit destroyed the building 
of the regional headquarters of the notorious South African Bantu Investment 
Corporation at Oshakati. The enemy news media have confirmed this plan 
action and estimated the overall damage at 200,000 South African rand. 


In the meantime the racist South African military headquarters in Pretoria 
has disclosed names of two of their soldiers who were shot dead by SWAPO 
guerrillas on 8 March 1983 on a farm known as (Horensia) situated near the 
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town of (Kunep) in northern Namibia. They were (Christopher Williams) of 
(Prinz) and Cpl (Fredrik Congrad Greyens) of Bloemfontein. 


On 16 March, the communique went on, the enemy defense hea 1tuarters announced 
that 14 more of its soldiers in Namibia had been killed in tue so-called op- 
eration area on 14 and 15 March 1983. 


Through wild exaggerations of PLAN casualty figures and deliberate under- 
Statements of its own casualties the enemy has nonetheless been forced to 
confirm almost on a daily basis the intensity of PLAN's current offensive 
since the beginning of this year.

'MAFLA' EXISTENCE CONFIRMED--The existence of the Kaduna mafia in the nation's 
political system has been confirmed by the ex-governor of Kaduna State, Alhaji 
Salarabe Musa. According to Alhaji Balarabe Musa, the Kaduna mafia was formed 
yut of widespread fear in the Northof an imminent southern domination which 
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was believed to be inevitable following the January 1966 coup which resulted 
in the death of the northern strongman, Sir Ahmadu Bello, the Sardauna of 
Sokoto. The former governor revealed in a Radio Lagos Current Affairs pro- 
gramme ''the News maker" that the death of the Sardauna had created a leader- 
ship vacuum in the North which was filled with the formation of the Kaduna 
mafia. He said that the sold purpose of the formation of the mafia group 

was to stop any idea or plan that would offend the sensibility of the cabal 
within the mafia. "The north having lost the Sardauna of Sokoto felt that 
they were not protected and that their fear was justified by the reaction of 
their counterparts in the south who then mocked them of the death," Alhaji 
Musa said. He argued that since tribalism was the mainstay of Nigerian poli- 
tics, the north felt that the only way to protect its interest was by coming 
together to form a solidarity group. The Kaduna mafia, which Alhaji Musa 
described as "a product of a reactionary and decadent society," was first 
formed by the elite in the Northern Civil Service and was responsible for 

the recruitment of the southern intelligentsia into the NPN. "I can say I am 
authoritative because I have confronted the Kaduna mafia on a number of issues 
here in the course of my work in the civil service, so I know what I am talk- 
ing about," Alhaji Musa added.

ANOTHER RADIO OFFICIAL'S DEATH--Mystery now surrounds the death of a senior 
security official of the Federal Radio Corporation of Nigeria (FRCN) in Lagos.

EDITORIAL NOTES SHARPEVILLE ANNIVERSARY

{Editorial ] 


[Text] Much has happened, and ironically enough also very little has hap- 
pened, since that memorable day in Sharpeville more than 20 years ago, when 
the country was shaken into the realisation that there was a great unbridge- 
able divide between the races. 


Since then, 21 March 1960 has been like a sign-post, not only to South 
Africans, but worldwide. Sharpeville was like a window that opened to the 
world [to reflect] what was or was not happening in South Africa. South 
Africa was thus placed high on the agenda in most countries and from that 
day on the stigma that this was the pole-cat of the world stuck. 


In the meantime South African whites have the sincere belief that there has 
been tremendous change for the better in the country. Many of them are genu- 
inely surprised when they are faced with some awful situations affecting 
blacks that have not only remained the way they were 20 years ago, but have 
become worse. 


As a privileged class, which is also unfortunately steeped in a race psycho- 
sis, whites here get extremely irritated when the country is challenged and 
at the same time leap to every little thing that faintly resembles change. 
The truth is that many of them are aware that dramatic change must come, but 
placed in the superior situation that they are, they are either keen to de- 
lay such change or make believe that it is taking place. 


Thus we see the almost passionate way in which white South Africa welcomes 
sportsmen from abroad, the reasoning being that if the world visits this 
country, then there must be change, things must be getting better. 


There is no doubt that the standard of living has risen quite a lot among 
blacks and there has been almost widespread industrialisation. This in its 
own way has opened perspectives and expectations for the better things in 
life, especially when there are such enormous good things for the exclusive 
enjoyment of whites. The people cannot be blamed when they ask for more 
particularly as this country's wealth is so unequally distributed. 





The formation of independent homelands did not solve the problem. While the 
government and others wish to delude themselves that these areas are now our 
"homes,'' everybody is aware of the deliberate unequal sharing of land and 
the country's potential wealth. Those who wish to delude themselves are 
either hopelessly hypocritical or they are only too eager to keep the best 


things in the hands of white people. 


Without being alarmist we have to point out that all these things make 
another Sharpeville only too possible. The fact that it did happen in 
Soweto and other areas in 1976 adds credence to this belief. Nobody can 
tell us that the number of significant and structural changes between 1976 


and 1983 have been such that blacks are now a happy and contented lot. 


Indeed the government and most of those in the power structure tell the 
world that but for the odd agitator, perhaps the ANC and the opposition 
press, most blacks are living content and comfortable lives, especially if 


mpared to the lot of blacks in other parts of the continent.

U.S. INTENDS TO IDENTIFY FRIENDS, ENEMIES

[Text] The outgoing West German ambassador to South Africa, Dr Eickhoff, 
says the Soviet Union is contributing next to nothing towards the economic 
development of Africa, and because Africa has begun to realize the need for 
development Russian influence in Africa was waning. And indeed this is sup- 
ported by available figures. It is estimated that the West is responsible 
for 80 percent of the economic aid given to the African states compared with 
2 percent from the Soviet Union, 2 percent from the communist Chinese and 16

percent from the oil rich Arab states. 


A former American secretary of state, Dr Henry Kissinger, recently referred 
to those third world states which chose some version of Marxism as their 
models. What this brought with it, he said, was the usual baggage of 
Marxist economic planning with the well-known consequences of stagnation, 
administrative rigidity and corruption. Referring to the influences of the 
Soviet Union in this context, Dr Kissinger said it would threaten subversion 
but could offer no useful development program. In case after case, he re- 
marked, the socialist models have brought near-bankruptcy to countries 
richly endowed with natural and human resources and vast potential. 


However, more ominously significant to the African states was the warning 
sounded by Dr Kissinger. Referring to those black states flirting with the 
Soviet Union Dr Kissinger said that the industrial democracies had a right 
to give assistance to friends rather than congenital opponents. We have 
political, economic and moral reasons to give aid, he said, but third world 
nations cannot expect both te conduct foreign policies consistently hostile 
to us and at the same time to receive our economic support. They will have 
to decide. And indeed ever since the Reagan administration came into power 
the United States has indicated that it is out to identify its friends and 
allies and to stand by them, and it is to identify its enemies and oppose 
them. In this process economic aid will play a role because, to quote Dr 
Chester Crocker: The United States must use economic aid as a foreign 


policy, too.

[Text] The minister of defense, Gen Magnus Malan, savs land belonging to 
companies, individuals and estates is affected by the plans to establish a 
weapons testing range near the De Hoop Nature Reserve on the southwestern 
cape coast. He said, in reply to a question in the House of Assembly, that 
the land could be regarded as agricultural land of which only 10 percent 
was workable. The remainder had a very low agricultural potential. 


Earlier, it was announced at a news conference in Cape Town that about 40,000 
hectares of land would be acquired for the range through the Department of 
Agriculture. 


General Malan said the beaches bordering on the De Hoop Nature Reserve would 
be closed while weapons tests were being conducted. In reply to another 
question, he said the project would provide employment opportunities for some 
of the people affected. 


At the news conference the managing director of the Armaments Corporation of 
South Africa, Mr Fred Bell, also referred to the infrastructure which would 
be necessary to accommodate more than 100 scientists and their families at 
the range. He said the people would stimulate the region of Waenhuiskrans 
and Bredasdrop economically. as well as where schools and other facilities 
were concerned. He described the high ranges of mountains which stretch 
from Hermanus to Mossel Bay as crucial to the siting of the range because,

ANC representative Stanley Mazibela made the attack in a statement dis- 
tributed to delegates attending this week's conference on refugees in the 
northern Tanzanian town of Arusha. 


The conference, convened by the Organization of African Unity (OAU) in co- 
operation with other international voluntary agencies on refugees, was opened 
on Monday by President Julius Nyerere and is attended by some 200 delegates 
from 80 non-governmental organizations. 


Mr Mazibela said that protective custody was against the 1951 UN Convention 
and the 1969 OAU Convention on Refugees. He cited Swaziland, which last 
December rounded up some 300 ANC male refugees and detained them in a camp 
at Makerns, about 15 miles from the South African border. ‘This has dis- 
turbed me. Is this what the international community calls preventive 
custody?" he asked. 


The ANC representative asked other African countries to emulate the example 
of Tanzania, which he said had provided ANC political refugees with land 
and other facilities to make them self-supporting. 


A circular by the Geneva-based Lutheran World Federation (LWF), which between 
1969 and 1980 had provided about 17.7 million dollars worth of assistance to 
African refugees. called on the international community to remove the root 
cause of the African refugee problem to help minimize the number of displaced 
persons on the continent. 


The conference, which is now working in committees, is scheduled to go back 
into plenary session tomorrow.
